due regularity during the life of the 
bonds untfl, in the sixty-second year, 
the amount of the instalment will be 
$175,000,000, the aggregate instalments 
being equal to, the total principal of 
the debt.

It is an. ex- 
ample of encouragement and inspira- 
. tion’ when the world is staggering in

Ordinarily I should be reluctant to 
add this question to a Congressional 
program which is already crowded, 
in view of the short period remaining 
of your session.

On. the other hand, the executive 
branch of the Govérnment is charged - 
with the -operation of Government- 
owned ‘shipping, which 1s losing the 
Federal treasury $50,000,000 a year.

But Congress— Leaders Divide on 
“Effect of Subsidy Plea. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—Congressional 
leaders in speaking of President -Hard- 
ing’s message today divided their com- 
ment between his support of the debt- 
funding agreement and his urgency in 
calling for the passage of the ship sub- 
sidy bill. 

Strong support of his position on the 
debt was expressed by many. Advocates 
of the shipping bill are hopeful that: his 
address ‘will arouse public, sentiment to 
compel the Senate to come to a vote on 
the measure before March 4. 

Sen¢tor Watson of Indiana, one of the 
Republican leaders, expressed the opin- 
ion, however, that the Senate would not 
come to a vote on the subsidy at this 
session. Such is the view of other Re- 
publicans, and they say that the situa- 
tion is unchanged by the President's ac-- 
tion. 

Opponents of the soldier bonus found

Vice President Speaks at Dinnéx 
of Prudential: Life In-

The distribution of property in. this 
country is one of the most encouraging) 
signs that our institutions are estab- 
lished on a firm basis of right and jus- 
tice, said Vice President Galvin Coolidge 
at the dinner of: the Pr udential Life In- 
surance Company in the Waldorf-As- 
toria last night.

THE MYSTERY OF TUT-ANKH- 

~ AMEN, 

Who was TUT-ANKH-AMEN? King 
of Egypt, of course, in the Eighteenth 
Dynasty, by virtue of his marriage 
with the Princess ANKH-NES-PA-ATEN, 
daughter of AMEN-HOTEP. IV.. But 
whose son was he, whence came he? 
Was he a Prince in his own right, a’ 
fortunate favorite at the Court of his 
future father-in-law, or merely a siic- 
cessfyl adventurer? 

MasPero, Bupon and other Egyptol- 
ogists say that TU?-ANKH-AMEN was 
the son of AMEN-HOTEP III. by an 
irregular union. But “AMEN-HoTEP IV. 
intervened with a reign. of é¢ighteen 
years, and still another, King with a 
brief reign, before .TUT-ANKH-AMEN 
came to the throne, to rule for.an esti- 
mated period of efght'years. If, there- 
fore, TUT-ANKH-AMEN died a youth 
of hardly .more than 18,.as evidences 
already found in his tomb indicate; he 
could not have been the son of AmENn- 
HOTEP III. 

The theory that he was ‘the son of 
AMEN-HOTEP III. seems ‘to rest” upon 
an inscription fourd.on one of the two 
granite lions of Gebel Barkel. These 
liéns, carved for AMEN-HOTEP III., 
are supposed to have been originally 
at.the Temple, of Soleb. When found 
at Gebel Barkel they bore the car- 
touches of both AMEN-HOTEP III. and 
TUT-ANKH-AMEN, with an inscription 
which said of the latter *‘ he restored 
the monuments of his father.” Lorer. 
deduced from this inscription - the-re- 
lationship of the two Kings, and his 
theory” was widely “accepted. ° But 
since. TuT-ANKH-AMEN ‘was probably 
much too. young at the time of his 
death to have been the son’ of 
AMEN-HOTEP III., another explanation 
of thé: inscription is easily -possible. 
TUT-ANKH-AMEN, it is. known, re-

Congressman Hamilton Fish Jr.. who 
was.in Albany .today, stated that Gov. 
ernor Smith had told him he. was. op- 
posed to the unofficial convention. On 
the other hand, Senator Walker assert- 
ed that the bills have the approval of 
the Administration. 

Under the prowsions of «one of the 
measures, adoption of voting machines 
for New York City would be~optional 
with tHe Board of Estimate, ‘Installa- 
tion of machines was made mandatory 
under an act sed last year. 

Bipartisan boards of elections in every 
county in the State are also proposed. 
In several counties elections are now 
conducted -by the County Clerk. The 
filing of statements of campaign. re- 
cetpts and expenditures before election 
would be compulsory under a section of 
one of the bills. Other changes pro- 
vided’ for are: 

That when tw6 or more Judges or 
Justices of a Court of Records are to 
be elected, each shall be regarded.as a 
separate office, with the name of the 
last incumbent appearing on the ballot 
as part of tlie title of the office, so that 
only. one person may be voted for‘in 
a section. :

Tramp Steamer Keeps On a Sea 
After Ramming Boat—Find-Men | 
and Missing Float.

|Commerce Official Urges Inter-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—Recdmmen- 
dation for the adoption of an interna- 
tional agreement permitting-the exer- 
cise of the right of search, seizure and 
confiscation of drugs found illegitimately 
on shipboard, in the same” manner ‘that 
international law sanctions seizure and 
eonfiscation of contraband of. war. was 
made today by F. R.. Eldridge, Chief 
of the Far Eastern Division of the De- 
partment of: Commerce. Mr. Eldridge 
felt that this. was the only practicable 
means to strike an effective blow at the 
international drug menace, as control of 
the production of. crude drugs appeared 
to be out of the question at present. 

The Etdridge statement, . which was 
made. public. with the approval: of Secre- 
tary Hoover, attracted considerable at- 
tention in view ‘of’ the pressure. which 
recently has beén brought to bear on 
President Harding to: have the Federal 
Government call an international con- 
ference or take other effective steps to 
control the traffic in drugs.
